OUBJECTs Psychological Warfare (SKTJACC JQk/6) 

1. In S&KAGC 30U/1 and 3QU/2 an ad hoc co&ndttae after a t&oroui^h of 

background facts and current problem# related to peychologlcal warfare, reoae- 
nended establishment of a permanent subcommittee to bo charged with p lanning for 
psychological warfare in the event of war, with coord 3m king the implementation 
of psychological warfare plane in the event of an emergency, and with planting 
the necessary organisation for the conduct of j®ychologioal warfare in time of 
war. IMs paper, dAhA.CC JOii/6, ie a study of the wartime organisational pro blem 
-ws.ioh indicates in general the nature of the organisation required and the mgni- 
tucle of the teak. Tt» Subeomittoe has concluded that (a) Jr tiae of -Tar op 
threat of war as determined by the ; resident a national psychological warfare 
organisation should be established, under either the national Security Cou nc il 
or tho reconstituted CAbAGC, whichever is deemed to be more appropriate! (b) 

The organisation should be headed by a director appointed by the President who 
alsall bo- empowered to provide unified direction and coordination of the national 


lithological warfare effort and activities and operations related thereto, and 
y '‘ ho eha11 130 chaiTMaa of a planning and policy board which will include representa- 
tion frota die JCS, the DeportMentc of btate, Arty and Air Force, tho Central 
Intelligence agency and other government agencies whose participation easy be 
necoesary ox* desirable. 1 Ihe Sttbcomitteo has been bound by its terras of reference 


to a consideration of the problem in tin© of war or threat of war am determined 
by tho President. It is obvious from ride report that considering tho agabjea a 
siaort tii» for Koblliaatlon and organiaation contemplated therein is not capable of 
attainment unless a naro adequate platfona for mobilisation be created in ti»» of 


peace. lloruover, tho evidence of the past six or eight months has given rise to 
an increasing Flood of recaemsenda lions that U.S. should engage now In an organized 
calculated psychological effort. It is considered, therefore, that while yAi/6 
provides an excellent co:ic©pfc' for wartime organization and operation. It is of 


even more importance that const, oration bo given as a matter of urgency to the 
problem of determining tho necessity or desirability of enga gin g at tho present 
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organization for the purpose, if required. 

The Subcommittee recommends that SAN ACC render a decision as to 
whether the proposed organization should be aooefi tab le to the Rational Security 

Council or to N/JtACC , that the remaining conclusions bo approved, and that 

thereafter this paper be trammitted to the of Defense, State, Aycy, 

Stay ami Air *arce, the JCS src^ Director of^ Intelligence agency for guidance* and 

appropriate action w? thin tbs res; active departments* 


3 • 1*0 considers that it w uld be desirable to set up the proposed organiza- 

tion under tho Rational Security u ounc±l but considers that until a decision has 
been reached as to tho swop© and method of operation of tho Rational Security 
Council, it would be prenature and at the moment unnecessary uade alrah fo to 
attempt to define the accountability of the proposed organisation. further 
considers tiiat the oubccranittoe should be directed as a setter of urgency to 
ittviortake the problm of determining that - -ction la required now and how 
it should be acectaplished.

Mero randum by the Army 31— Wfi SANACC 
1. With the question of the functioning of the National Security 
Council still undetermined and with the SANACC now being reconstituted, I consider 
it premature and unnecessary at this time to determine the agency to Inm the 
proposed psychological warfare agency ffcall be accountable. I recommend . there- 
fore, that this remain a problem for future determination in the ot 

subsequent developments in the organisation and operation of the National 
Security Council and the SANACC Subject to this reservation I app^'/ve 
SANACC 30U/6,. 

2. Limit its considerations to those within the time frame of war or 
threat of war as determined by the President. I am of the opinion that, 
the changing tenor of evidence of the past few months has raised for serious 
consideration the problem of determining desirability or necessity of engaging 
in deliberate coordinated psychological effort on a national scale at the present 
time. 1 recommend, therefore, that the Subcommittee be directed to consider and 
malie recommendations as a matter of urgency, on the problem "Should the U.S. 
at the present utilize coordinated psychological measures in furtherance 
of the attainment of its national objectives? If so, what organization should 
be involved and what should be its terras of reference ?u 
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
